THE NORVAL SCHOOL CASE. 
It is not a difficult matter at this time t > 
make a tair statem ent of the status of the 
W hitew ater Normal School trouble. Prof. 
Phelps’ rejoinder to tbs letter of Mr. C h an ­ 
dler, both of recent date, makes it clear 
that nothing short of a full publication of 
the specific details will In any wise satisfy 
him ; and as these details can only be ob­ 
tained by a rigorous investigation, and in 
as much as such action has been provided 
for by the Board aud will certainly be iully 
carried out early rn Septem ber when the 
school reassembles, we submit that the 
Professor should wait and abide by the 
action he himself has invoked. 
His vol- 
umninous and bitter attacks upon the 
Chairm an of the Investigating Committee 
and the two men against whom the char­ 
ges were preferred, and in fact upon the 
whole Board who are rightfully and legally 
the final judges lo the m atter, are un­ 
warrantable, to use no harsher term 
Prof. Phelps preferred charges against 
tw o professors of long and approved ser­ 
vice, and the Board acted upon them as 
soon as they could legally. 
"One o f the 
people," understood to bo himself, asked a 
long list of very pointed questions and the 
Board at once answered them fully; more 
were promised but have never been asked 
y e t ; then the official correspondence be­ 
tween the Chairm an of the Investigating 
Committee, and himself, was published, in 
which the Professor declared and argued 
the unfitness of the Committee and Board 
lo do the very thing he had demanded 
previously, and asked for an impossible 
outside Commission to exam ine and ad­ 
judicate the m atter ; and finally we have 
M r. Cfc|ndler’a statement of the causes of 
the Professor’s removal and tho rejoinder 
above alluded to. This is the case in a 
nut-shell.
